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700 REPORTED 
KILLEDIN QUAKE 
IN SOUTH IRAN 
SCHOOLS Hi 


Several Thousand Be- 
lieved Injured — En- 
tire City of Lar De- 
stroyed — Food and 
Tents Sought. 


TEHRAN, April 25 (AP)—An 
earthquake has leveled the south 
Tranian city of Lar and the Red 
Cross tonight estimated that 
about 700 were killed and several 
thousand injured. 


Dr. Hussein Khatibi, Iranian 
Red Cross director, who made 
the estimate, said he believed 
early official estimates of 1200 
to 1500 were exaggerated. 


Hundreds of the dead were 
children, collected in two schools 
for a “Children’s Day” celebra- 
tion when the first shock struck 
oa afternoon. The two 

uildings were demolished, and 
rescue workers by this morning 
had recovered 380 bodies from 
the wreckage. Another 100 bodies 
were found elsewhere in a con- 
tinuing search through the city. 
Of Lar’s police force of 55 men, 
only one was said to have sur- 
vived. 

Gov. Nosrat Qarib of Lar re- 
ported the entire city of 17,000 
had been destroyed. 


Appeal for Aid. 


“The town’s strongest building 
-my own office—has toppled,” 
he said in the first report an- 
mouncing the disaster. ‘‘Nothing 
can be seen because of the bil- 
lowing clouds of dust. Please 
rush food and tents.” 


~The menace of poisonous 
snakes added to the horror. 
Gov. Qarib reported that 


snakes found their way under the 
debris and attacked trapped vic- 
tims. Many of those rescued 
were suffering from snake bites. 
Authorities appealed to Tehran 
for snake bite serum. 


The village of Gerash, 15 miles 
south of Lar, also was complete- 
ly destroyed. The village had a 
population of about 1000 and 
“only a few hundred survived,” 
authorities said. 

The officials added that about 
4000 farm animals in Gerash 
also were killed. 

Lar is a cotton and tobacco 

center 550 miles south of Tehran 
and 170 miles south of Shiraz. 
Aid was rushed from both cen- 
ters. 
The first shock struck about 
4:15 p.m., sending most of the 
buildings in the city crashing 
down. A billowing cloud of dust 
obscured the entire area. Of- 
ficials reported most persons in- 
side at the time were killed. 

A second quake hit about four 
hours later and reportedly de- 
$troyed what had been left stand- 
ing. 

2 Children Saved. 

Rescue teams which reached 
Lar this morning said two chil- 
dren, 8 and 5 years old, had 
been rescued alive after being 
buried for 16 hours under the 
ruins. 

The rescue workers feared the 
Only other survivors would be 
those who were in the open air 
and away from buildings when 
the first quake struck. 


Shah Mohammed Reza Pahlevi 
ordered food, medicine and tents 
flown to the city. The Iranian 
air force set up an airlift and 
parachuted food into the area. 

‘Rescue teams were dispatched 

om Shiraz, Jahrum and the 
port of Abrass. The Shah's sis- 
ter, Princess Shams, made plans 
to visit the quake area. 

Tents were set up on the out- 

skirts of the devasted city for 
the survivors. The government 
assembled medical teams to 
fight the threat of epidemics of 
disease. 
Only estimates of the total 
death toll were so far available. 
One official put the total at 1500 
dead. Ettelaat, Iran’s largest 
newspaper, said it was between 
2000 and 3000. So far all were 
obviously guessing.

The Lar area was repeatedly 
damaged by earthquakes in the 
Nineteenth Century. It lies to 
the west of an area hit in 1957, 
when more than 1500 Iranians 
were killed in a quake, and in 
1958, when 135 died.

Declined in St. Louis 
— Drop in Autos, 
Gasoline.

WASHINGTON, April 25—The 
cost of living edged up slightly 
last month, setting a new rec- 
ord, the government reported 

today. 

The first increase in food 
prices in six months sent the 
Labor Department’s consumer 
price index up to 125.7 per cent 
of the 1947-49 base period. This 
was an increase of one-tenth of 
1 per cent over the February 
figure. 

The. previous record of 125.6 
per cent was set last November 
and equaled in February. The 
new record represented an in- 
crease of 1.6 per cent over the 
consumer’ price index in March 
1959. 


Arnold Chase, chief of the 
Labor Department’s division of 
prices and cost of living, pre- 
dicted that food prices will con- 
tinue to show a gradual sea- 
sonal ingrease until July or 
August. 


This probably will mean slight 
continuing increases in the over- 
all cost of living index during the 
summer months, Chase told re- 
porters. He said there could be 
offsetting decreases in other 
lines, but he indieated he did 
not expect these to be sufficient 
to hold the index down. 

No Cause for Alarm. 


Chase said he saw no cause 
for alarm in the fact that liv- 
ing costs have hit a new high. 
He added that prices actually 
have not gone up as much as 
the Department’s experts thought 
they would. 

“This is the kind of rise which 
is to be expected during an 
evenly balanced economy such 
as we appear to have had for 
the past several months.’’ Chase 
said. 

He pointed out that the March 
index would have remained un- 
changed from February had food 
prices not gone up. 

(In St. Louis the price index 
varied. somewhat from the na- 
tional figures. It declined 0.2 
per cent from December to 
March. The March index is 126.3, 
which is a rise of 0.2/ from the 
level of a year ago. 

(The big decline in the three- 
month period was in gasoline 
and automobile prices, which 
dropped the transportation index 
by 1.2 per cent. Food was low- 
ered by 0.8 per cent and medical

Gaulle, Khrushchev and British 
Prime Minister Macmillan can- 
not hope to provide solutions for 
the great East-West problem in 
the summit conference next 
month but they may ‘“‘decide on 
the road to follow’ away from 
nuclear catastrophe. 

The fact is, De Gaulle said, 
“there is no other hope for the 
future of our species’ than the 
hope to be found for survival in 
the destruction of nuclear weap- 
ons.

Negroes Try to Use 
All-White Beach, Set 
Off Series of Clashes 
and Shootings. 


BILOXI, Miss., April 25 (AP) 
—Racial violence over attempts 
by Negroes to swim at segre- 
gated beaches yesterday 
sulted in gunfire that wounded 
10 persons. Four others were in- 
jured in beachfront fighting. 


The first injured were four 
Negroes who went swimming in 
the Gulf of Mexico off the all- 
white beach in Biloxi, a resort 
city of 45,000. By midnight both 
whites and Negroes had been 
wounded in scattered clashes. 

Gun-carrying police patroled 
the city today in an effort to 
prevent a recurrence of Missis- 
sippi’s worst race riot. 

The series of incidents began 
| yesterday afternoon. 

First, about 50 Negro men, 


across the highway from a white 
| hotel, the Biloxi-McArthur, 
| the sand. Some stepped into the 


Gulf of Mexico, at which point | 


a group of whites showed up. 
Fighting broke out. 
chased Negroes off the beach. 


Next, four Negro men and 
about 25 women and children 
gathered on the beach in front 
of the New Biloxi hospital about 
one mile away from the first 
fight. A white group broke up 
the crowd when some of the Ne- 
groes stepped into the gulf. 

There was no official version 
of the fighting, but the four Ne- 
groes injured in this melee said 
their attackers hit them with 
chains, blackjacks and sticks.

RIGHTS IN BERLIN 


Summit Meeting — 
Talks of Separate 
German Treaty. 


MOSCOW, April 25 (AP) — 
Premier Khrushchev declared 
today that the Western powers | 
will lose even their rights to fly | 
into Berlin if he signs a sepa- | 
rate peace treaty with East Ger- 
many. And he warned that the 
Soviet Union is prepared to meet 
“force with force.” 


Outlining the Soviet position 
for the summit meeting, Khrush- 
chev repeated that “‘of course 
we shall go it alone” and sign 
an East German peace treaty if 
the Western powers “ignore the 
issue contrary. to common 
sense.” 


He said that ‘‘the Soviet gov- 
ernment believes that common 
sense will preyail.” 


The Soviet leader spoke at 
Baku, Soviet oil center. His 
speech at a jubilee celebration 
of the fortieth anniversary of the 
Azerbaijan Communist party, 
was reported by the Soviet news 
agency Tass. 

‘Sovereign State.’ 

Khrushchev told his audience 
that a peace treaty with East 
Germany, which the West re- 
fuses to recognize as a sovereign 
state, would put an end to the 
World War II surrender terms.

Existing on Surplus. 

In February, about one in 
eight, for a total of 243,000 per- 
sons in the state, were subsist- 
ing on what the miners call 
“molligrub”—surplus food prod- 
ucts given to the needy by the 
Federal Government. It is esti- 
mated that 72,000 able - bodied 
workers are unemployed, rough- 
ly one in nine—almost twice the 
rate across the country. In some 
counties the unemployment rate 
is as high as 33 per cent. 

Humphrey left Charleston at 6 
a.m. today for a two-hour bus 
ride to Summersville, in Nicho- 
las county, where more than 20 
per cent of the 5500 population 
is being fed on surplus food from 
federal stocks, 

At a breakfast meeting of 
Nicholas county Democrats, he 
denounced the “well-fed com- 
placent Republican Administra- 
tion which now ignores the ter- 
rible hunger now stalking com- 
munities in West‘ Virginia and 
elsewhere.” He said the Govern- 
ment must take action to meet 
more adequately the nutritional 
needs of unemployed and low-in 
come families, 

Prefers Food Stamps. 

He said “food stamps’’ to en- 
able these citizens to supplement 
their diets through normal chan- 
nels of trade would be more ef- 
ficient than the mere handouts 
of surplus foods at welfare of- 
fices. | 

In the last session Congress 
passed a food stamp bill spon- 
sored by Representative Leonor 
K. Sullivan, St. Louls Demo- 
crat, which left to the discretion 
of the Secretary of Agriculture 
when and where it should go in- 
to effect, Humphrey said the 
plan should be mandatory. 

He spoke scornfully of a state- 
ment he attributed to Repre- 
sentative William Miller of New 
York, chairman of the Repub- 
lican national campaign commit- 
tee, who, Humphrey said, “ had 
the gall to declare that if Ameri- 
cans are hungry, it is only be- 
cause they have been so well fed 
under the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration that they are dieting.” 

It’ is against this drab back- 
ground that Humphrey is cam- 
paigning. 

Hopes to ‘Stay Alive.’ 

The big stake for Humphrey is 
whether through an impressive 
win over Kennedy he can “stay 
alive” in his quest for the nomi- 
nation. He lost to Kennedy in 
the Wisconsin primary early this 
month by more than 100,000 
votes. A defeat in West Virginia 


would eliminate him from con- | 


tention, his followers believe. 
As he has done in the past, 
Humphrey will make every ef- 


f, 


the basis of his opposition. 

Humphrey is trailing Kennedy 
by a wide margin in the nation 
wide Gallup poll on presidential 
preferences, but the New York 
Times reported yesterday that a 
poll of a cross section of weekly 
newspaper editors shows a ma- 
jority of them pick him as the 
winner in West Virginia. 

West Virginia voters, accord- 
ing to a 1957 religious census, 
are 4.9 per cent Catholic, 27.5 
per cent Protestant and 67.6 per 
cent unreported which generally 
is taken to mean that this group 
is Protestant. The last Catholic 
nominated for President, Alfred 
E, Smith, lost West Virginia to 
Herbert Hoover, Republican, 
375,000 to 263,000 in 1928. In the 


1928 presidential primary, Smith 


had defeated Senator James A. 
Reed of Missouri, 81,739 to 75,- 
796, with a third candidate get- 
ting 5789 votes. 

Republican in 1928. 

In 1928 West Virginia was 
numerically a Republican state. 
Now, however, the 660,000 regis- 
tered Democrats exceed regis- 
tered Republicans by about 
100,000. 

Following the Wisconsin pri- 
mary April 5, Humphrey was 
urged by some to drop out of 
the West Virginia primary be- 
cause his campaign contributions 
started drying up and because 
his unconvincing showing there 
led to resurgence of pro-Adlai 
Stevenson sentiment among con- 
tributors and campaign workers. 
There was the additional argu- 


ment that Humphrey, with slight | . 


hope of gaining the nomination, 
might become the instrument of 
anti-Kennedy sentiment in West 
Virginia on religious grounds 
that could place him in an em- 
barrassing position when he 
seeks re-election to the Senate 
from Minnesota in the fall.

Former Acting Premier Huh 
Chung, an independent, was 
named foreign minister and sen- 
ior member of the cabinet.

Lee Ho was 
named home minister and Kwon | 
Soong-ul justice minister. 

Rhee’s old Libera! party cab- 
inet resigned last Thursday in 
what the president said was a 
move to assume responsibility 
for the April 19 anti-government 
uprising, which the police quelled 
with heavy bloodshed. 

The Rhee. Government had 
eased martial law, from “emer- | 
gency” to “‘security”’ status, 
meaning that the troops were to 
stay in the background while 
still retaining control of Seoul 
and of four other turbulent 
cities, Pusan, Taegu, Kwangju 
and Taejon. . 

Public pressure mounted 
against Rhee. The opposition 
Democratic party submitted a 
National Assembly resolution de- 
manding he step down and take 
responsibility for rigging the 
March elections which were the 
fuse for last week’s violence. 
The Democrats said that while 
Rhee had resigned as head of | 
the Liberal party, his responsi- | 
bility for the bloodshed should | 
not be as party leader but as 
head of the nation. 

Chang Taik-sang, an independ- | 
ent leader, also called upon 
Rhee to resign and proclaim new 
elections. Minority parties is- 
sued similar statements. 

Dissidents in Rhee’s Liberal 
party, calling themselves _re- 
formists, dissociated themselves 
from their party colleagues and 
said they would take an inde- 
pendent course from now on. 
They decided to propose a con- 
stitutional amendment bill to re- 
establish the premier system, 
abolished in 1954, to reduce the 
powers of the presidency. 

The Liberal party’s position as 
the nation’s majority party was 
threatened. It would require 
only 37 desertions in the Na- 
tional Assembly. A spokesman 
indicated possibly 80 were in the 
dissident group. The party al- 
ready has lost support of Ko- 
rea’s only labor organization, 
the Federation of Korean Trade 
Unions, and some other national 
organizations which had backed 
the party in the past. 

Rhee announced Sunday that 
he was cutting all ties with his 
Liberal party and would “‘seek 
to serve the nation solely as | 
the chief executive as head of | 
the administration.” 

In promising reforms “to cor- | 
rect the mistakes of the past,” | 
he sidestepped any personal re- | 
sponsibility for last week’s | 
slaughter. He made no mention | 
either of new elections. Neither | 
did he say anything about re-| 
ports that he would become al

NASSAU, Bahamas, April 25 
(AP)—Two shipwrecked Ameri- | 
cans robbed their rescuers, 
killed a charter boat skipper 
and made off with his boat at a 
lonely Bahama island yesterday. 

The pair fled into Cuban wa- 
ters while an unarmed United | 
States Coast Guard plane hov- 
ered overhead. 

Meanwhilé, the British’ Gov- 
ernment asked Cuba to extradite 
the two men, but the British Em- 
bassy said as far is it has been 
able to learn they have not yet 
been apprehended. Cuban au- 
thorities have ordered an: alert 
for the stolen yacht. 

Another Coast Guard plane 
rescued the wife of one fugitive, 
a crewman of the stolen cabin 
cruiser Muriel III, from Islamo- 
rada, Fla., and four Pennsyl- 
vania sport fishermen who told 
of being terrorized by the des- 
peradoes’ debate over whether 
to kill all witnesses to the killing 
of Capt. Angus Boatwright, 55 
years old. 

The woman gave her name in 
Nassau as Barbara Table, 18, 
and said she was shipwrecked 
with her husband, Alvin, 23, and 
William Sees, alias Johnson, 23, 
Tuesday in a boat the three took 
from Key West, Fla. 

The Muriel III was off Elbow 
cay, 106 miles south of Miami, 
when Boatwright sighted mirror 
signals and saw the wreckage 
of a boat. 

“The skipper was pretty leery 
of going in close,” said Kent 
Hokanson, 21, mate of the Muriel 
III. “We thought they might be 
gun smugglers or Cubans. 

“Then this guy (Sees) swam 
out to us. We let him aboard 
and he wanted us to go in closer 
and pick up another man and a 
girl. There was an argument. 
He pulled a revolver from his 
khaki pants. 

“Capt. Boatwright got a shark 
rifle and Sees shot him twice, 
once between the eyes and once 
in the chest. 

“The other man, Table, swam 
out next. They threatened to 
kill us but decided not to. 

“Table said, ‘We can’t let 
these guys stick around. They 
know us.’ 

‘But the men in the fishing 
party talked them into letting us 
radio the Coast Guard that a 
man was injured and let us 
swim ashore.

The before-dinner course is an 
innovaticn which figures impor- 
tantly in our modern meals. The 
true value of this relaxed con- 
versation period as a benefit to 
digestion and a way to increase 
the enjoyment of eating has be- 
come more apparent in recent 
years as families have found 
greater leisure time. The ap- 
petizer foods served at this

candidacy academic and dispelled notions of critics that he was 


being coy about his quest for the standard-bearer role. 


From the evidence at hand, 
this broad picture of his posi- 
tion and course of action be- 
came clear: 


1, If the Democrats fail to 
make a recognizable record in 
Congress, all the party’s can- 
didates might just as well ‘stay 
home because the Republicans 
have’ it made. 


2. His major intention is to 
make that record, even in a 
short session. Besides, he be- 
lieves the Senate is a focal 
point of national attention. 

3. To become an announced 
candidate at this time would 
be the same as pulling the 
plug out of a dike; a leader- 
less Senate would be highly 
adverse not only to. the free- 
wheeling candidates, but also 
to the Democratic-controlled 
Congress and the party. 

4. He has set himself to 
avoid al] intra-party fights 
that could stem from his ac- 


tive seeking of delegates as an 
announced candidate. 

5. He will campaign on 
weekend trips and during 
other free time in several im- 


portant areas before the end 
of the session. 

6. He has no intention of 
announcing as an active Can- 
didate beitore the end of the 
present session of Congress, 
as he has said before. But 


he may not even announce 
then because he can see such 
possibilities as Senator John 


F. Kennedy of Massachusetts 
winning in the West Virginia 
primary and sweeping on to 
the nomination. He can also 
envision events that could ele- 
vate the other announced can- 
didates, Senators Hubert H. 
Humphrey of Minnesota and 
Stuart Symington of Missouri. 


IN SUM, THIS is his present 
course despite urging that he 
plunge actively into the race 
from such highly-placed support- 
ers as his close friend, Speaker 
Sam Rayburn of Texas. 

State party leaders and even 
the lowliest potential delegate 
to the national convention open- 
ing July 11 in Los Angeles have 
found he was not trying to pin 
down votes. This does not mean, 
however, that his smooth-func- 
tioning organization was holding 
back on wooing delegates. It is 
intensely active in not only the 
western area but in other major 
areas as well. 

He has successfully sought — 
and will continue to seek—maxi- 
mum exposure. His weekend 
trips out of Washington will be 
for appearances at various state 
party functions as well as for 
so-called nonpolitical events. 

He has commitments that will 
take him to Ohio, Indiana, Okla- 
homa, Idaho, West Virginia, and 
Delaware among other areas. He 
also has his own campaign in 
Texas. He is unopposed in the 
Democratic primary, which is 
tantamount to re-election there. 

THROUGHOUT HIS trip in the 
last three days into Colorado, 
Wyoming, Utah and Nevada, 


state leaders and senatorial and 
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congressional candidates found 
that he was not discouraging any- 
one from pushing his candidacy 
and that he was not kidding any- 
one. 

These politicians were well 
aware of the purposes behind his 
behavior. Senators up for re- 
election and other candidates 
who have called on him for help 
were certain he knew how many 
chips were on the table and that 
he had built—and was building 
—a desirable set of I.0.U.s. 


Furthermore, they were not 
calling on him just for speeches, 
but for hard cash, ‘raised 
through his appearances and his 
uncontested ability to get party 
funds to help put them across. 

A case in point occurred in 
Utah at a noon luncheon of Salt 
Lake City civic and community 
leaders. The luncheon had been 
billed for a partisan speech but 
the make-up of the meeting 
forced Johnson to make a quick 
switch and pull some of the 
teeth from his advance text in 
order to dwell on the need for 
responsible leadership in the 
nation. 


THIRTY-EIGHT CITY leaders 
attended the luncheon. Nearly 
half of them were Republicans. 
Curiously, all, including the Re- 
publicans, paid $100 a plate. That 
luncheon and a Democratic rally 
at which he also spoke raised 
more than the $5000 needed to 
pay off a debt to the Democratic 
National Committee. 


Johnson changed his plans to 
fly to Washington from Utah at 
the last minute in order to come 
to Las Vegas to meet quietly 
with some “folks” that Senators 
Alan Bible and Howard Cannon 
wanted him to meet. 

It was in Utah that he was 
asked why, if he was not a 
candidate, he traveled with all

South Africa's Racial Beliefs 
Are Rooted in Its Bloody History 


National Holiday Commemorates 
Zulu Chief’s Treachery, Slaughter in 
Battle That Followed. 


The Union of South Africa is sorely beset today, caught 

in cross tides of white supremacy and African National- 

ism.

Not since the hardy, cour- 
ageous Dutch settlers of the 
Cape of Good Hope set out on 
their great trek to found their 
own nation in the early nine- 
teenth century have whites in 
South Africa regarded Africans 
as anything but a threat to 
survival. 


Apartheid, under different 
names, always has been the 
watchword. 

The great trek was a pioneer- 
ing epic comparable with the 
opening up of the West in the 
United States. 

SMALL BANDS of pioneers, 
disenchanted by the British oc- 
cupation of the Cape, headed 
into the wild and perilous coun- 
try to the north and east. 


They were descendants of a 
small group dropped at the 
Cape by the Dutch East India 
Co. to provide fresh food and 
water for ships in East Indies 
érade. They were mostly Dutch 
or descendants of mixed Dutch, 
German, French and other Eu- 
ropean parents. 

These pioneers had a burning 
passion to overcome the dan- 
gers before them and set up 
their own republic.

Andries Pretorius, another 
Boer leader, gathered new 
forces and in the three-hour Bat- 
tle of Blood River killed 3000

Mayor Tucker’s proposal is little 
more than a reaction to the Public 
Service Co. plan. It is unrealistic 
to assume that Public Service 
would or could be forced to sell 
its properties at substantially less 
than their replacement’ value. 
Hence the cost of interest bonds 
as a means of public financing 
would undoubtedly be more than 
allowing a fair rate of return to 
the privately-owned company. This 
would offset much of the tax 
savings available only to a publicly 
owned system. 

In contrast, the Public Service 
proposals are detailed, practical 
and adapted to current conditions. 
In no way would they conflict with 
more comprehensive long-range 
plans. The tax relief requested is 
-Inherently reasonable—some East- 
ern cities are actually subsidizing 
“private transit operations. 

- Since both operations and the 
rate of return are controlled by 
the State Public Service Commis- 
sion, the company could obtain ex- 
cessive earnings only for the few 
months necessary for the regula- 
tory machinery to intervene, if it 
were so foolish as to renege on its 
service improvements and divert 
.the tax savings. 

*. One weak point of the Public 
-Service plan is the proposal for the 
“city to pave the Hodiamont street- 
“car right of way for bus operation. 
-As the route has no grade separa- 
“tions, it is not a rapid transit right 
of way in any sense of the word. 
Added services and rerouting of 
hearby lines would permit the elimi- 
nation of the Hodiamont line as 
guch. Perhaps then the cost of 
repaving the balance of the exist- 
ing car lines could be compromised. 

Public vs. private operation is 
not the real issue. Improved serv- 
ices, an incentive fare structure 
and economical operations are 
needed now, and here the Public 
Service Co. has taken the lead:

Children in the Shadows 


Some 1600 children in Missouri who hav 
come to the attention of juvenile courts an 
public and private agencies are seyerbly in 
need of institutional treatment for mental 


disturbances. If all the cases were known of, 


children so severely disturbed that they 
should not be at home or in school or on the 
streets, it is estimated they would run on 
the order of 2000 or 3000. Against this large 
and growing need fewer than 200 children 
under the age of 17 are now able to receive 
institutional treatment for mental illness in 
Missouri. 

To try to begin to come to grips with this 
long-neglected problem, Dr. Addison M. Du- 
val, director of the Missouri Division of Men- 
tal Diseases, has lmid out a program which 
seems to us both modest and sound. It would 
make use of clinical staff and facilities at 
Washington University, the University of Mis- 
souri and the Kansas City Mental Health 
Foundation for examination and diagnosis. 
Similarly, for residential treatment the state 
hospitals at St. Louis, Fulton and St. Joseph, 
with some renovation and remodeling, would 
be used. Cities and counties would be en- 
couraged to expand their activities in mental 
health through state assumption of 25 per 
cent of the cost of operating existing facili- 
ties and 50 per cent of the cost of operating 
new ones. 

We hope the sensibleness as well as the 
humanitarianism of this starting effort, al- 
ready approved by Gov. Blair, will commend 
itself to the Legislature, for without co-opera- 
tion at the purse strings it can get nowhere. 
Mental health stands at its present low estate 
in Missouri because too often governors and 
legislatures in the past have been more im- 
pressed by small short-range savings than by 
big long-range gains. 

The message that has not got across in our 
state is that doing nothing about mental 
health problems costs money, too, but that 
it costs much mere in the long run and must 
be paid in a far more terrible coin—of human 
tragedy and waste—than doing something. 
In mere dollars and cents as well, we do not 
doubt that neglect costs more than treat- 
ment, though from one budget to the next it 
may seem otherwise to politicians. The whole 
trend of modern medicine is to detect mental 
illness and start treatment at the earliest 
possible stage, when hopes for restoring 
health are best. 


Instead, here in our own state we are 
neglecting many hundreds of children until 
their emotional disturbances have become 
hopeless or near-hopeless. The probabilities 
are that they will be financial burdens on the 
state for the rest of their lives. Even if they 
are among the relatively few who are com- 
mitted to state institutions by the juvenile 
courts, they can have little expectation of 
eventual cure, for they are only in custody, 
not really under treatment. 

Meanwhile, by far the greater part of these 
youngsters, their lives plunged into the 
shadows before they have even grown up, 
remain uncared-for, a potential danger to 
themselves and to everyone they meet. Often 
nothing is done until they steal, or assault, 
or kill. This is the fateful pattern of neglect, 
and it is towards replacing it with something 
worthier of the twentieth century that Dr. 
Duval’s program is directed. 


179,647,000 


The census-takers are still walking St. Louis 
streets, along with canefields in Hawaii and 
snowfields.in Alaska, but the Bureau of the 
Census already has a rough idea of what the 
results may be. On March 1, by the Bureau’s 
latest estimate, there were—count ‘em or not 
—179,647,000 Americans. 

Growth statistics pop up like crocuses this 
springtime. For example, 4,298,000 babies 
were born in the United States in 1959, eight 
babies each minute. The birth rate of 243 
for 1000 of the population was sufficiently 
higher than the death rate of 9.4 per 1000 to 
account for a national population growth of 
2,885,000, or 1.64 per cent—not counting 
Alaska and Hawaii. Counting those new 
states, the growth was 3,654,000. 

Population, evidently, has increased at 
about half the rate of the gross national 
product. Economists and campaign orators 
may argue as to how much faster the econo- 
my should grow than people. But in the past 
decade America added 28,700,000 Americans, 
far more than in any other decade, and the 
nation’s facilities in terms of jobs, housing, 
schools and every form of public service have 
not matched the need. Taking the census 
is not easy, but catching up with it is a 
never-ending national task. 


An Outworn Policy 


An organization called The Committee of 
One Million Against the Admission of Commu- 
nist China to the United Nations has published 
in booklet form a recent speech by J. Graham 
Parsons, Assistant Secretary of State for Far 
Eastern Affairs, which indicates the stiff State 
Department attitude toward the Peiping re- 
gime has not changed. Excerpts from the 
speech printed in today’s Mirror of Public 
Opinion argue against the “two Chinas” policy 
which has been advanced as a possible solu- 
tion to the.China problem. 

This policy contemplates the separation of 
Communist-ruled mainland China and the Na- 
tionalist-held island of Formosa, or Taiwan, 
Formosa, the refuge of Chiang Kai-shek, holds 
one of the five permanent seats on the United 
Nations Security Council. Red China is nota 
U.N. member. The United States is allied 
with Chiang and does not recognize the Com- 
munist government. 

Mr. Parsons says a basic weakness of the 
suggestion is that it is totally unacceptable to 
both sides. This needs qualification. Chiang 
will not accept it because it would mean the 
official end of his idle dream of leading his 
2,000,000 followers triumphantly back to the 


mainland. But the dream must end some. 


The Communists have consistently main- 
tained their claim to Formosa, but they might 
consent to its independence under U.N. pro- 
tection if they were offered membership in 
Ho ‘fos This sort of bargaining has not been 
ed.

It is true that Communist China has shown

concepts. Peiping is holding five Americans 
prisoner. The regime is reported pressuring 
the Soviet Union against relaxing East-West 
tensions, and working to achieve nuclear 
weapons. Anti-American propaganda is ram- 


_pant. ‘But this should not prevent the United 


States from re-studying its China policy. Mr. 
Parsons’s argument amounts to a plea for 
doing nothing new. Red China, however, is 
moving ahead and it would be better for us 
to. adapt our policies to changing conditions 
than to hold fast to an outmoded policy and 
be forced to meet the challenge head-on at a 
later day,

De Gaulle’s;Peace Formula 

As an international statesman rather than 
as a national politician President De Gaulle 
in Washington gave the ,heads of state with 
whom he will meet at the summit on May 
16 advice akin to that of a coach to an athlete. 
“Relax,” he said in effect, “do not press if 
you want the best results.” 

More particularly, he suggested this is not 
the best time to try for specific solutions of 
the problems of Berlin and of German reuni- 
fication. Instead, the powers should strive for 
a further easing of tensions. They should 
begin to learn how to work together, prefer- 
ably in helping the underprivileged nations. 
If a detente is achieved, the time will come 
for getting at the hard problems. Meanwhile 
there should be more negotiations and more 
meetings. 

President De Gaulle believes’ that some 
progress must, be. made, at least enough to 
warrant still another summit meeting. There 
must be some genuine negotiating. He would 
center much of this on such aid projects as 
the development of the Nile Valley and the 
Middle East, and a fight against tuberculosis 
in Asia. Auge of ? 

Both East.and West already are engaged 
in assisting the less developed countries, but 
as cold war rivals for the friendship of such 
regions. In a less divided world, it would only 
be fair to ask that the Russians carry their 
fair share of the load. But the question is 
whether the United States and Britain, not 
to mention the Soviet Union, are ready to 
switch from competition to at least a limited 
form of partnership. 

If they could begin to work together, con- 
vinced that this was in their own interest as 
well as in the interest of world peace, pro- 
gress on more difficult problems would be- 
come much more of a probability. A summit 
conference offers an almost ideal opportunity 
for exploring such a possibility. 

The statesmen, of course, will be aware 
of the conflicts, the complicgtions, the suspi- 
cions and the hostilities to which De Gaulle 
did not address himself. Prudence is their 
prime virtue. Yet it ceases to be a virtue 
if it blocks the exploration of new territory. 
Yet as De Gaulle said, “if we'do not wish 
to make war, obviously we must make 
peace.” And it is worth remembering that 
many problems never really are solved; they 
simply disappear—if there is peace. 


Reversing a Crime Trend 


To those engaged in the pressing enter- 
prise of rebuilding the cities of America it 
has seemed sometimes that the housing pro- 
jects which replace slums create almost as 
many problems as they solve. Thus a St. 
Louis grand jury last December found that 
the crime rate in the Pruitt, Vaughn and 
Igoe apartments — a community of 15,000 
people, a city within the city—was two and 
one half times as great as that of the city as 
a whole. 

This could be attributed only in part to 
the fact that the police do not patrol the in- 
teriors of these buildings as they would the 
streets of a comparable community. But the 
St. Louis Housing Authority employed more 
watchmen; and taking a leaf from the police, 
gave them the help of trained dogs. It is now 
able to report a decline in the crime rate 
which, if projected for the full year, would 
be 47 per cent lower than.the city rate. 

The improvement, however, was not the 
result merely of better policing. The co-opera- 
tion of the tenant advisory groups in the 
buildings was obtained. They worked not 
merely for safety but also for their good 
repute. Granted that the conditions under 
which subsidized housirg is available tend 
to make the occupants transient rather than 
permanent tenants, these people neverthe- 
less take pride in their environment. And a 
sympathetic appeal to this pride as well as to 
responsibility is the best means for govern- 
ing conduct as well as maintaining appear- 
ances. Most people prefer to be good citi- 
zens, and they can discipline their neighbors 
by insisting that they conform to the stand- 
ards of good citizenship. After all, their good 
name is at stake. 


Second Thoughts'‘on Sewers 

The Sewer District’s trustees have made a 
sound and proper response to informed pub- 
lic opinion. They. have decided to consider 
reducing the rate of a recently announced 
new property tax from 6 cents to 4 cents. 
The 6-cent levy plus a new method of figur- 
ing sewer service charges would raise District 
revenues by some $700,000 a year, or about 
23 per cent above this year’s operating 
budget. 

- Board Chairman Frank L. Ramacciotti says 
the trustees expect to make a further state- 
ment within a few days. That is all to the 
good. It is conceivable that the additional 
revenues are necessary if the District is to 
meet its responsibilities. But the burden of 
proving that need rests on the trustees, and 
to date proof has not been forthcoming. 

On the other hand, if that much additional 

cash is not essential to supporting current 
District operations, then the indicated reduc- 
tion might well be in the order of 2% or 3 
cents, not 2. Each penny of the property tax 
levied by the District ought to produce about 
$268,000 on present assessments. A 2-cent re- 
duction accordingly would still leave the Dis- 
trict with about $164,000 more than it spent 
this year. But that surplus should be even 
higher if consideration .is given to the an- 
ticipated assessment rise scheduled this year 
in the country portion of the District.

U.S. Policy Toward Communist China 


Position of Americans Opposed to Admitting Peiping to the U.N.

The charge that our China policy 
precludes any chance of arriving at a 
modus vivendi with Communist China 
On major issues through negotiation 
again turns matters upside down. We 
have negotiated or attempted to nego- 
tiate with the Chinese Communists 
ever since 1953 or since 1951, if you 
include the protracted Korean armi- 
Stice negotiations at Panmunjom. We 
have had since 1955, 95 meetings in 
Geneva and Warsaw at the ambassa- 
dorial level. 

Our experience with these negoti- 
ations has demonstrated that the only 
modus vivendi that could be worked 
out with the Chinese Communists 
would be one based on surrender to 
their terms. These terms, when defined 
in their simplest form, are that the 
United States get out of the west 
Pacific and leave the countries of 
East and Southeast Asia to cope with 
Peiping as best they can, separately 
and alone. ‘ 

I will not deny that our China policy 
—at least some fundamental aspects 
of it such as our opposition to seating 
the Peiping regime in the United 
Nations—has been unpopular in some 
countries. I do deny that differing

such countries. Of much greater im- 
portance is the fact that countries in 
East and Southeast Asia, who have 


felt and continue to feel threatened by. 


Chinese Communist power, do not ask 
us to change our policy. 

In fact, any hint or rumor that we 
might retreat from it is a source of. 
profound disquiet to such countries. 
It is significant, furthermore, that in 
the area with which my bureau deals 
10 of the 13 countries do not recognize 
Communist China. Only one has 
recognized that regime since 1950. 


On the other hand, as I have already 
noted, understanding -and appreciation 
of our China policy has greatly in- 
creased in the area, particularly in 
the past year and a half, as a result of 
the growing awareness among its 
governments and peoples of the threat 
posed by Chinese Communist policy. 


The claim that the Government of 
the Republic of China cannot adequate- 
ly represent 600,000,000 people on the 
mainland from whom it has been 
almost totally cut off for nearly 10 
years is a plausible one. On the other 
hand, the Chinese Communist regime 
took power by force of arms and 
maintains itself by the highly devel- 
oped and ruthlessly applied techniques 
of a police state. It is the Republic of 
China which adheres to the traditional 
values and culture of the gifted 
Chinese people and even today I ven- 
ture to say that it is more representa-

Indeed the very bitterness with which 
Peiping assails Taipei is evidence of 
the value of an alternate and truly 
Chinese focus of loyalty to Chinese 
everywhere, on the mainland, in South- 
east Asia and overseas. 

This brings me to the final argument 
advanced by these critics of our China 
policy, namely, that we should create 
a situation in which we can maintain 
our commitments to Taiwan as Tai- 
wan, and accept Peiping as the spokes- 
man for mainland China. Offhand 
many people find this idea attractive, 
because it appears to reflect the situa- 
tion as it actually exists, with the ter- 
ritory of China for 10 years now 
divided between two hostile groups, 

They therefore suggest the best way 
out of the dilemma, and the danger, 
posed by this situation is to work out 
an agreement which formalizes and 
accepts the status quo under appro- 
priate guarantees. A basic weakness 
of this suggestion is that the two- 
China concept in any way, shape or 
form is totally unacceptable both to 
the Republic of China and the Chinese 
Communist regime. It is in fact the 
one issue on which they agree. Ironi- 
cally, one of Peiping’s principal prop- 
aganda themes is that the United 
States is attempting to impose just 
such a solution. 

The Chinese Communists have made 
it repeatedly clear in every conceiv- 
able way that they will have nothing 
to-do with such a proposal; yet it is 
constantly put forward by critics of 
our China policy as though it were a 
practical basis for negotiation with 
the Peiping regime. 

To propose as a serious basis for 
negotiation with Peiping a concept 
which it has repeatedly and vitriolical- 
ly rejected and to which our ally, the 
Republic of China, is bitterly opposed, 
is merely to expose ourselves to ridi- 
cule by the Communists and to mis- 
trust by our ally. We should also stop 
to consider the principle involved. 
Despite the disparity of its compo- 
nents, China is a divided country just 
as is Viet Nam and Korea. Do we wish 
to advocate a similar solution re- 
pugnant to these allies too? 

What we have done, and are doing, 
with regard to the Taiwan Strait prob- 
lem, recognizing its inherent dangers, 
is to concentrate on mitigating them. 
To this end we have made it clear to 
Peiping we will not tolerate the solu- 
tion of the problem by force. 


parative Zoology in Cambridge is 
Agassiz’s lifetime dream materialized;

But she 
must have had her moments of doubt 
since she wrote on one of the final 
pages of her journal: “If there is a 
life after death, we will know the 
great secret.” Her work as a biogra- 
pher has a vigorous and “bona fide” 
quality.

WASHINGTON, April 25 (AP) 
~—Sixteen scientists have urged 
the Government to move quick- 
ly in developing an adequate in- 
spection system for detecting 
small underground nuclear tests. 

The Democratic Advisory 
Council’s scientific committee 
Said in a report yesterday that 
as much as $1,000,000 should be 
spent on such a research effort. 

The group’s recommendation 
came only a few days after the 


Defense Department told Con- | 


gress that the United States had 
embarked on a multi-million dol- 
lar research program to improve 
2 control system. 

The advisory group, like many 
of the technical experts who 
testified last week before the 
Senate-House Atomic Energy 
Committee, said present knowl- 
edge on the problem of detecting 
small underground nuclear blasts 
still is primitive. 

The Democratic _ scientific 
committee suggested a limited 
time moratorium on low yield 
underground tests, pending per- 
fection of a reliable monitoring 
system. 

Agreement Sought. 

The scientists, including sev- 
eral Nobel prize winners, de- 
clared their strong belief that 
the United States should seek an 
agreement to bar all medium 
and high power weapons tests. 

“It is generally agreed that 
an inspection system, employ- 
ing existing detection technology 
and providing a number of on- 
site inspections, can be made 
adequate for monitoring a test 
bar on medium and high pow- 
er weapons,” the scientists said. 

However, they said they de- 
plore what they termed a “‘woe- 
fully inadequate” effort made 
so far to improve the technology 
of nuclear tests detection and 
indentification, especially for 
underground blasts. 

Thus, the scientists proposed 
that one of the nation’s major 
laboratories be given a high 
priority to set up an experi- 
mental network of closely spaced 
seismic stations. This network 
would operate in an earthquake, 
prone region long enough to 
show whether it could detect 
explosions, locate them, and dis- | 
tinguish them from earth trem- 
ors. ' 

Data for Spacing. 

Operation of such a network 
of mostly unmanned stations 
would provide data to determine 
the spacing of stations needed 
for highly reliable test monitor- 
ing in Russia, the statement 
said.

One of the reasons for this, Mr. Davis confesses, is that 
there are only two channels for the bilge to spout out of, which 
automatically limits the quantity of it. “In Britain there is 
no round-the-clock television. There are no late night movies, 
no breakfast shows, no morning television shows, and only 
three local lunchtime shows in different parts of the country. 
London, with the biggest TV coverage of any area, has no 
lunchtime television. This then is the British television scene— 
shorter hours and fewer channels.” 


Americans in England will find a good many (too 
many) American TV programs on both BBC and 
British commercial television, and Mr. Davis admits 
this: “We are like Custer right in the middle of a last 
stand against Westerns just as you are—and we’re also 
losing. ‘Wagon Train’ seldom strays from our top 10 
ratings. ‘Cheyenne,’ Maverick,’ ‘Have Gun Will 
Travel’ and ‘Gunsmoke’ are there too. And plenty 
more, too, 


“Up to now, we've avoided any. real invasion by the 
private eye men, except for Philip Marlowe and Johnny Stac- 
cato.

“WHAT ABOUT ARTHRITIS that follows pregnancy? 
Both of my knees swelled up and were painful for about 
five days every other week, and gradually became better 
after about two years. 

“After two pregnancies, and two sessions of arthritis, 
I still get occasional bouts with arthritis. MRS. G. B.” 


Concerning your particular question, I must admit that 
I don’t know too much, But I do see—or suspect—a couple 
of factors which, if they aren’t the answer for you, may 
at least be illuminating for others, You didn’t give me 
some facts which might have helped me. 


This much I DO know. Increased hormone activity 
has a very vigorous effect on arthritis, During preg- 
nancy, when your body's production of hormones 
is increased, arthritis often disappears completely— 
only to return again when the pregnancy is over. 
I don’t know the whys and wherefores. However, 
the reason is doubtless closely allied to the fact that 
for temporary intervals arthritis many times can be 


relieved by giving cortisone, which is a hormone (a 
steroid hormone). ; 


I do not know of any reason why arthritis should be 
worse after a pregnancy—with one exception. It may seem 
worse, after the pregnancy has given you surcease from 
the arthritis for some months, and then it comes back again. 


There are two things which might increase the pain of 
the arthritis. First, if you put on a lot of weight (which 
some women unwisely allow to happen) it is bound to add 
discomfort in any weight-bearing joints, such as the knees. 
Second, during the pregnancy, you may, for a time, have 
been less active than usual, Also immediately after the 
delivery of the baby. So when you again become more 
active, your knees pain.

Fry (South) had opened. the 
bidding with a heart and West, 
taking advantage of the favor- 
able vulnerability conditions, 
overcalled with four spades. 

West’s nuisance bid posed 
quite a problem for Hazen. He 
had every reason to think a 
small slam was in the making, 
and grand slam’ possibilities

BERLIN-BORN Marlene Dietrich will shee tome the 
toughest audience she has ever appeared in front of in her 
life—the German people. Miss Dietrich, who is in Paris now 
being fitted for clothes by Christian Dior and Balenciaga for 
meee her show, has been the 

subject of controversy ever 
Since she announced that, 


» im May, she was going’ to 
. . Play six cities in western 
Germany—Munich, Berlin, 
ee Hamburg, Dusseldorf, 
ga Frankfurt and Cologne. 

y The. West German press 
has been full of stories and 
letters to the editor com- 
Pines plaining about the visit, 
— | Miss Dietrich told us the 
om other day at lunch she 
couldn’t understand it. 

“When I appeared in 
Paris four months ago the 
German concert managers 
came begging me to play 
in Germany. They offered 
me a guarantee of $4000 
a performance, more mon- 
ey than I’ve been paid 
anywhere, including Las Vegas. I assumed that if they were 
willing to pay that kind of money the Germans wanted to 
see me. Now the German papers are bringing up all the 
old things. They say I wore an American uniform during 
the war, which I did. They say I wore a French uniform 
when I marched up. to the Arc de Triomphe in a parade in 
1955, which I didn’t. I did march and I did re-kindle the 
flame over the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier, but I was wear- 
ing an American Legion hat and a blue raincoat. 


“I don’t unders it. Before the war I was at- 
tacked by Goering for becoming an American citizen. 
After the war I was attacked by the German press 
because I wouldn’t come to Germany, and now 
they’re attacking me because I am going. The logic 
behind the present attacks eseapes me.” 


MARLENE DIETRICH 


“If you had known there-was going to be this uproar 
would you have agreed to play in Germany?” 

“No, I wouldn’t have agreed. I’m not a masochist. I 
only agreed to go because I thought they wanted me. I 
decided as long as I was going to tour Europe I would 
include Germany on the tour. 

“I’m not afraid of my reception as a performer. My act 
has gone over wherever it has played. But I hate to be 
involved in politi¢és. They’re acting as if I was the only 
German who ever migrated to America. When the war was 
over they wanted me to go back to Germany and live there. 
Why should I have? I didn’t become an American citizen just 
to stay out of Germany when there was trouble there. I 
became an American citizen for life. I would hate myself if I 
thought I became an American citizen just for convenience. 

“The Germans now say I wore the uniform of the enemy. 
To them I may have, but I thought we were trying to forget 
all that. 

“One German headline said, ‘Marlene Dietrich says she 
can’t forget Hitler.’ Well, who can? They’ve even called me 
a traitor. I left Germany in 1930. After I made ‘The Blue 
Angel’ the German producers had an option to pick up my 
contract. They didn’t and that’s why I came to the United 
States.” 


Miss Dietrich is feuding with her manager, Nor- 
man Graritz, who set up the concert tour in Germany. 
Mr. Grantz said in New York Miss Dietrich was con- 
sidering canceling her German tour because her 
astrologer told her if she went to Berlin she was going 
to die. Mr. Grantz said if she did cancel, he was 
going to sue her. 


Miss Dietrich said she had no intention of canceling Ger- 
many, that an astrologer had told her no such thing, and if 
he had she wouldn’t have paid any attention to it, anyway. 

“I’m going, no matter what happens,” she said. 

“Suppose they give you a rough time?” we asked her. 

“IT always have the microphone,” she said. ‘“‘And I'll be 
ready for any situation. The only thing I fear is eggs.” 

“Eggs?” 

“Yes, I have a coat made of swan’s down and if an egg 
ever hits it I don’t know what I'll do. You couldn’t clean it in 
a million years.” 

Miss Dietrich hasn’t been in Germany since she was there 
during the war. 

“Do you have a lot of friends there?” we asked her. 

“No,” she said. ‘“‘The German reporters have asked me 
whom I expect to see when I get to Germany and all I can 
say is that all my friends have either left or were killed in 
concentration camps.” 

Miss Dietrich added, “I’m going to Germany to entertain. 
I’m not going there to be put on trial, or become part of a 
de-Americanization proceeding. All I can add is peace to the 


world and I think everyone should visit everybody else.”

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Gambling Gypsy of Professional Golf

ON THE OPEN RANGE of a 
golf course, Joe Ezar’s voice has 
the timbre and carrying power 
of a bull learning to sing amid 
barbed wire. Local golf courses 
have echoed to his voice since 
1952, when he came here to play 
in a one-week tournament. Eight 
years later he still is here and 
old friends say he seems re- 
markably settled-down, for Ezar. 

He is among the last of pro- 
fessional golf’s gambling gyp- 
sies, the men who played the 
game as a frolic with big bets 
on the side. In a sport now 
solemnly regulated and rich in 
prize money, Ezar’s carefree 
breed is outdated. He always 
was friendly to money but there 
was no regulating him. 

His youth was swift. Long ago 
his home was Waco, Tex. He ran 
away from Waco in 1923 because 
he was 14 and ready to run. 
When he was 20 he knew he was 
the equal of any other tycoon 
of 1929 because he had $25,000, 
which he won playing golf. He 
remembers the depression of the 
1930s as the years he wore a 
$1500 camel’s-hair coat lined 
with kangaroo leather and won 
improbable bets in the Alps and 
gained another man’s revenge in 
Australia. 

He went to Australia in 1933 
on a one-way ticket bought by a 
young singer, Bing Crosby. A 
prominent golf professional ,of 
the time had won money from 
Crosby on the golf course and 
when Crosby asked for a get- 
even match the professional re- 
fused. Then the professional 
went to Australia with an Ameri- 
can team. Crosby sent Ezar in 
pursuit. 

“Crosby’s deal was that he’d 
pay my expenses in Australia 
and I’d cable back to him any 
purses I won there in tourna- 
ments,” Ezar said. “If and 
when I caught up with this par- 
ticular pro and beat him in a 
tournament, Crosby would send 
me the fare-money home. 


“Crosby was supposed to split 
my winnings with me when I 
got home—if I ever got home. 
Well, I met the guy Crosby want- 
ed me to beat. I beat him. Cros- 
by sent me the fare-money for 
home and when the ship docked 
Crosby was there to meet me. 
He gave me the whole $5000 I’d 
sent him; he didn’t take out a 
dime for my expenses. Crosby’s 
a good man to do business with 
—if you play square.” 

In‘ 1936. Ezar finished fifteenth 
in the British Open. Two days 
after the Open he found himself 
committed to a private match 
as the result of some serious 
needling with Alfred Padghom, 
the Open title-winner. Padghom 
and Ezar played for $4300 in 
side-bets. PPadghom’s purse for 
winning the Open had been $600. 
Ezar won the private match for 
$4300. 


“I’ve never lost a side-bet 
for over $100,” Ezar said at 
his golf school here, “but on a 
measley five-buck bet a wom- 
an can beat me. I never knew 
where the golf came from 
when the pressure was up on 
a side-bet, but the golf was 
always there.” 

He never won a major tour- 
nament. He won good second 
and third-place money but 
title prestige and the extra 
earning power that goes with 
a title always eluded him. 


Did it ever occur to Ezar that 
he could inspire himself in a 
major tournament by making 
side-bets with the other golfers? 

“It occurred to me, all right,’ 
said Ezar, “but the 
wouldn’t play that way.” 

Ezar’s strange gift, part bless- 
ing and part curse, interested 
Henry Cotton, the English pro- 
fessional golfer. In pre-World 
War II days Cotton ranked he- 
tween pinch-bottle scotch and the 
Prince of Wales as Great Brit- 
ain’s most popular representa- 
tive. Cotton wrote a book, “This 
Game of Golf,” and discussed 
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Ezar in a chapter headed,-‘‘An 
Amazing Golf Occurrence.” 

The Amazing Golf Occurrence 
began in a moonlighted conver- 
sation 6n a hotel terrace at 
Sestrieres, Italy, in the Alps in 
1936. The hotel had a golf course 
and was sponsoring a tourna- 
ment in the wild hope that pub- 
licity could make Alpine golf 
popular. On the night between 
the second and third rounds of 
the tournament some golfers, 
Cotton and Ezar among them, 
were discussing with the hotel 
president the rugged absurdities 
of Alpine golf courses. A rock 
can deflect a professional’s best 
shot into a screaming stray. The 
hotel man said the Sestrieres 
course record of 67 would out- 
last the Alps. 


“Then,” Ezar recalls, “the 
hotel man turned to me and 
said it was a wonder I didn’t 
set course records all the time, 
with my long drives and my 
trick shots. I’m _ still the 
world’s best trick-shot artist 
because I don’t use trick clubs. 
I make the trick shots with 
standard clubs. Anyway, 
whether it was the moonlight 
or the drinks, I said I'd set 
a course record the next day— 
in the third round of 18 holes.” 


Ezar asked for a scorecard. 
Nobody had one. He borrowed 
a package of cigarettes, specify- 
ing an English brand because 
they were packed in a box that 
provided a firm writing surface. 
Hole by hole, he wrote on. the 
box what he would score the 
next day. 

“You mean you are nominat- 
ing your score, one hole at a 
time?” the hotel man asked. 

Ezar said he was doing that. 
What odds could he get? 

‘“Eighty-to-one, if it’s a 66— 
one under the @purse record,” 
said the hotel man. 

If he went one stroke under 
his nominated score, and shot 
a 65? 

“Ninety-to-one,” said the hotel 
man. 

If he went two strokes under 
his nominated score and shot a 
64? 

“One hundred to one,” said 
the hotel man. 

Done, for 20 pounds sterling, 
$100 U.S., said Ezar. 

“The next morning,” Ezar 
said, “I had the world’s cham- 
pion hangover. The hotel presi- 
dent met me at the first tee and 
said, ‘I’ve got my money, all 
new bills. Where’s youf money?’ 

“I tried to laugh it off. I tried 
to pretend I was in my right 
mind by then and didn’t remem- 
ber any such crazy bet. The guy 
said he’d already called the 
overseas press services and I 
had to go through with it. 

“The catch was, I could go 
under my estimate on any hole— 
say, score a three where I’d 
predicted a four—but the first 
hole I went over the estimate, 
I lost the bet.” 

For eight holes Ezar scored, 
hole by hole, as he had marked 
on the cigarette box the previ- 
ous night. At the ninth hole, 
a par four, he struck a rock 
with his tee shot.

I had to pitch the ball onto 
the green and hope it ran into 
the cup. I played for that, 
meaning I hoped dumb _ luck 
owed mé one good shot on the 
hole.”

“This is one of the most amaz-

The life and side-bets of Joe 
Ezar continued on no special 
schedule until the late 1930s when 
he settled briefly in St. Louis 
as a resident professional at a 
golf club: He wandered on again 
and returned here for the West- 
ern Open tournament in 1952, 


He finished in a tie for last- 
place money, $62.50. He needed 
practice and a local professional 
offered Ezar his course in re- 
turn for Ezar watching the store 
a few days.
